With the announcement of the resig- 
nation of H. Watson Crum, who, will 
next year coach the football team of 
Allegheny College, of Meadville, Pa., 
George Washington sportdoni received 
one of the biggest surprises of/ the 
current year. 

Until last Wednesday it \Caq ex- 
pected that Coach- Crum would again 
direct the Buff and, Blue grldironers 
of 1929; In fact, he had actually ex- 
pected to himself. t Howevpr, when lie 
made a visit to Allegheny College the 
first part of last week, he 'received 
such an attractive ofTej from the 
Pennsylvania school that he ✓felt he 
could not refuse the opportunity for 
self-advancement which the new po : 
sitlon' offers him. 

Resignation Tendered / 
Jle.tiirnlng^ tti Watfhlfigtbn ilh Fri- 
day, Crum immediately tendered ljis^ 
resignation to take effect , at the v end 
of the present term. Although "It has 
not »yet been accepted, there is little 
doubt that” the administration will 
stand in the way of Crum's advance- 
ment. 

At Allegheny, Crum will have an 
opportunity to step Into the limelight 
as one of tile leading coaches of the 
country. /The last mentors at J. lie 
inQlintaineer school have gone dfr’ecllv 
from tjiere ■ to Lafayette and Dart- 
mouth. Allegheny has 'at present an 
abundance of football material, and 
Crum' U exported to luijn.out a strong 
team. The regard with which Crum, 
is held by the Allegheny ' officials is 
seen wh«n it is realized that he wan 
chosen from a field of 26 'candidates* 
Scarcity of Material ; 

Always handicapped by- a scarcity <rf 
men at G. W„ Crum learned at Al- 
legheny that never less than fifty men 
always reported" for the team?* Ac- 
cording* to- Crum, "tiie proposition 
sounds-likt* heaven." •- 

In losing Crum, George Washington 
is parting with the-man who haft given 
it during his 5- year regime, the pres- 
ent high position . which it now o< cu- . 
pies in the gridiron world. Experienc- 
ing a disastrous season last year, t lie- 
popular mentor 'was ‘.blind icapped 
throughout the season by injuries, 
ineligibilities and other misfortunes. 

In leaving George Washington, 
Crum impartH his sincerest greetings 
and wiHlies for success to the incom- 
ing athletic director. James E. Pixlee.

(IP) In the 
effort to suprpess unfavorable news 
stories that originate in their cam- 
puses, many educational institutions • 
are injuring their relations with the 
public and the press, R.- W. Madl y, 
director of the nl'tfs’ bureau of t lie 
University of North Carolina, said ill 
an address before the annual meet- j, 
ing of the Association ‘of College 
News Bureaus, in session at Vander- 
bilt University. 

"Real news can’t he suppressed." 

| Madfy said. “Real news will out,.!, 
regardless of attempts toward sup- • 

, pression on the part of college au- 
thorities'. True, it may he suppressed 
fpr the- time being, hut iheM'n.ct re- 
mains that a good story that is fit 
to print is going to get into print 
sooner or later. 

“Once newspapers fearn that an 
institution is trying to suppress a 
story, the chances are nine but of 
ten*, they *"jll give that particular 
story a much "Digger play IhuirAhey' 
would have done hyd fi been given !
